CHAPTER 359.

AN ACT to amend section 925—3n of the statutes, relating to
the adoption of general charter law by cities.
The people of the Stale of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTION 1. Section 925—3n of the statutes is amended to
read: Section 925—3n. Notice of election on the proposition
of adopting chapter 40a, statutes of 1898 and the amendments
thereto, or some part thereof, shall be given by publication of a
copy of such resolution in some newspaper published within
such eity, once cach week for four successive weeks, immedi-
ately preceding the day of holding such election ; provided, how-
ever, that the publication shall be deemed complete if such no-
tice was in fact published four times prior to said election n
four different weeks, even though four full weeks shall not have
elapsed ufter the first publication. Any such publication here-
tofore made wn compliance herewith shall have the same force
and effect as if published for the four full weeks. Such election
shall be conducted in the general manner in which elections for
city officers are econducted and canvassed in such ecity; and the
form of the ballot shall be ‘‘for the adoption of chapter 40a’’
and ‘‘against the adoption of chapter 40a.”” When said peti-
tion shall be for only part of chapter 40a, the ballot shall con-
tain ‘‘for the adoption (naming part)’’ and ‘‘against the adop-
tion (naming part).”’

SeetioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
